HEALTH. 


The following is the report of the regular medical in- 
spection made by Dr. William P. Clough in December, 1922:

Following this medical examination the School Board 
was fortunate in securing, through the assistance of Dr. 
Clough, the dental services of Dr. George E. Rowell of Con- 
eord. Each child was given by Dr. Rowell a thorough 
dental examination and a chart card showing the con- 
dition of the teeth. The extraction of defective and ob- 
structing teeth was found to be the most urgent need. 
Dr. Rowell generously made these extractions without 
added expense. Through the co-operation of the select- 
men, school board and other citizens a room at the Town 
Hall was equipped for dental work and the services of a 
trained nurse secured. Transportation was provided for 
the pupils from the North and South schools. By thus cen- 
tralizing the pupils and previously securing the consent 
of the parents, Dr. Rowell was able to make eighty-one 
extractions during the one forenoon devoted to this work. 


INSTRUCTION AND SPECIAL ACTIVITIES. 


Both professional training and previous teaching ex- 
perience were characteristic of the three regular teachers. 
Without an exception your regular teachers were holders’. 
of permanent teachers’ certificates from the State of New 
Hampshire; a distinction not previously claimed by another 
town in this Union. 

While the organization of instruction was on a strictly 
elementary basis, some excellent results in strictly junior 
school subjects were secured at the South. The results 
of the Dearborn tests in reading and of the Witham test 
in arithmetic showed a higher average of attainment in 
all three schools. The Witham tests in geography showed 
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in two schools a lack of effective organization of textbook 
material and its correlation with the geography of current 
history. ? 

Characteristic of the special activities was the patriotic 
participation of the school children in the exercises of 
Memorial Day. The instruction in vocal music, given by 
Miss Todd and including ten lessons in each school, was 
of much assistance in the preparation of the program. 

The extension of instruction in vocal music should be 
given serious consideration until this work is made a per- 
manent part of our school program. 

In June there was graduated. from the eighth grade a 
class of three pupils having final examination averages 
of 85 to 89 percent. - From this class Hazel Butterfield 
is attending the Warner high school; Abigail Cass is a 
student in Colby Academy; and Westa Deno is in school 
outside the state. | 


BuILDING IMPROVEMENT. 


Within the year the old windows in the main schoolroom 
at the North have been replaced by new windows of four 
lights each. These correspond with the windows in the 
smaller room and render the main room much warmer. 

The schoolroom at the South has been completely re- 
modeled and put in excellent repair. By the addition of 
- five six-foot windows the lighting facilities now meet all 
standard requirements. In addition an efficient heating 
and ventilating system has been installed. This equip- 
ment dispenses with the location of the stove at the front 
of the room, insures a more even distribution of heat— 
particularly near the floor—and provides for a constant 
change of air without open windows and doors. 

The large schoolroom at the Mills remains unimproved 
except in facility for heating. In this room there is im- 
mediate need of better blackboards. The settling of the

floor at the front of the room should be examined and the 
necessary repairs made. Within the near future the cross- 
lighting of this schoolroom should be corrected and the 
lighting made adequate from the proper direction. This 
could be done by the use of a partition and the addition 
of three windows of the same size as those now in use. 


CONCLUSION. 


It is a pleasure to present to you this report of edu- 
cational and health activities and of continued building 
improvement made possible by the hearty co-operation of 
the school board, teachers and citizens.
